SHOCKING FATALITY AT SAIGON, 
THE PARACHUTISt VALAZIE KILLED, 

Information has reached Honglong of 
tha doath of the woll-known parachutist, 
Victor Valazie, under the most stocking 
eroumstancea at Saigon, Our account of 
the accident is suppliod by an eys-vitness 
who arrived by the-Krench mail steamer 
Sydney Inst night. ‘Valazio, who was well- 
known in Hongkong both as a -parathutist 
and from his connetiion with Woolyear’s 
Olrcas, had made st Saigon on Chtistmas 
Dey on ascont and drop from the 
clouds which as only partially 
successful, So much time was sport over 
the inflation of the balloon that the per- 
formance was carried out in the dark, “Ad 
reuolved to give s farewell performance on 
Sunday, 8th inst., prior to his departure 
for Bangkok, where he was to exhibit for 
the anusoment of the King-of Siam, and in 
order thot the pablic might not bu disap- 
pointed as on the first occasion he snnown- 
ced his ascent for five o'clock in the after- 
noon, At the appointed time them was a 
vast casemblage of people. Tho balloon 
was inflated, Valarie, who appeaed to 
be excellent’ spirits, saperintonding 
the oparation personally. Springing on to 
his perch he gave the signal to throw off, 
and the balloon at once shot iato tho air, 
rising steadily till an altitude of nearly 
2000 feet was attained. . Valazie could just 
be seen slackening the ropes preparatory to 
jomping off. When everything appeared 
ready he jumped from his petéh into tho 
ait. A drop, eatimated at about 810 fect, 
was made before the parachute bigan to 
open, and this it dit with a suddm jerk 
which must have thrown a severe strain 
upon the man’s arme. To the horror of 
the assombled concouras he was men to 
lose bis hold. His right arm fell by hisside 
while he held the left above hia had as if 
making a convulsive effurt to rehia his 
held. For a short distanee he fellin that 
position, then turnel right over aad fell 
hoad foremost with sickening velecity. to 
the earth. It all occurred in afew seconds, 
almost before the apectators, some of whom 
turned away horrorastrickon, could realise 
the-full extent of the accident, The’ un- 
fortunate man who only few uginutes be: 
fore waved a smiling adieu to the throng 
was soon a mangled and bleeding mass of 
shapeless humanity, 

Tho body—for it must mercifully be as- 
sumed that the poor man was dead before 
he reached the ground—alighted on tha 
roof of a honsa at aome distance from the 
point whore the asent was made, ond 
atrack the roof withsuch force that it pass- 
ed through to the floor below. The re- 
aains were buriad an Monday afternoon.

THE COLLISION BETWEEN THE 
ZAMBESI AND HOKUMON. 

‘Ths following is the finding of the Court 
of Inquiry held at Yokohama to investigate 
the cireumetances attendiiittie above col- 
lision:—Finding ond order of the Naval 
Court held at the British Consulate, Yoko- 
hams, on ths 30:h and 3ist. doys of Decem. 
ber, 1892, and the 2nd dey of January, 
1893, to investigate the circunistances at. 
tending a collision batween the British 
steamship Zambui, of Shanghai, official 
No, 68413, and the Japaneye steamship 
Hokunon Maru, on or about the 9th day 
of December, 1892, and to invostigate the 
causes of collision rhereby-serious damage 
to the Zambest ensued ; and to enquire into 
the conduct of tld master, mates, and crew 
of the Zambest :—The Zambesi is a steam 
voascl, schooner-rigged, of 1,564 tons, re- 
gisterad tonnage, ufficial No. 68413, built 
at Glagow in 1873, and belonging to the 
pert of Shanghsi. It appears fram the 
evidence given hofore thia Court that she 
sailed from Yokohama on the night of 
the 8h. of Decamber, 1892, bound for 
Bongkong with a gonersl ‘cargo and 
a crew of 56 hands, all told, as well 
as 1:6 Chinese passengers. The ship 
left the anchorage at Yokohama at 11.34 
p.m., passed the Honmuku lightship at 
11.47 p.m., and shaped a cqurse for Kanon. 
saki, distant 12 miles, the master being in 
charge of the desk with the second officer 
On watch—speed about 11 knots, About 
@ quirter of an hour after, sighting the 
white light, and acon after, the red tight of 
an npproaching steamer on the port 
bow. About eight minutes afterwards 
ths evidence shows that the other vessel, 
whiol subsequently furned aut to be the 
Hokunvn Mara, suddenly starboarded and 
Fan inte the port bow of the Zambesi abaft 
the collision bulkhead, cutting a clean hole 
in her side. The Zambesi’s engines were 
stapped, and as she had 10 feet of water in 
her forehold, which was rapidly increasing, 
the master beached hor in Mississippi Bay. 
The evidence here accepted by tho Court 
is in conformity with the appearance of the 
damage sustained by vither ship through: 
the collision, A Chinezo freman, nomed 
Iseang Tai, ¥an found to be missing when 
the ciew wore mustered. A boat was sent 
in se.rch of him but returned without find- 
ing sty trace ; and the Court is of opinion 
that he must have fallen overboard through 
the aperture at the time of collision, and.so 
‘lost his life, The Court having regard to 
the ciretmstamces abova stated, finds tho 
master, officers, end men free from blame 
in connection with this casualty. ‘The 
master acted in a prompt aad seamanlike 
maunor in beasbing his ship at once to save 
life aad property.

TERRIBLE DISASTER IN JAPAN. 
It is to bo feared that only too much 
truth attaches to the hatrowing suggation 
recently telegraphed from WakayamuPre- 
fecture,. The fishing scison in the seas 
adjoining that .prefectare ia winter, com- 
moncing from the middle of November 
and continuing wntil apring. . At the 
outset very small takes were realized this 
year, and the fishermen watched apxiqusly 
for indications of ‘dettar prospects. To- 
warda the latter part of Decomber such in- 
dications were discerned, and the faher- 
men devoted themselves to their industry 
with ardour. On the 28th ultimo the 
sky was overcast and a.atorm seemed to 
be browing, but the men were #0 onxious 
to make tho best of the ‘season that they 
put .to sea’ without exception. At 
about 9am. rain” began to~fall, It was 
not accompanied by wind, hawever, nordid 
it last. longer than 2 p.m, when the donds 
diapersed and aun shono. out vigorously. 
This spall of bright westher proved 
delasive. Gradually the wind rose, blow- 
ing. from the north-west, and people on 
shore begea.to watch with some anziety 
for the return of the fest, It appoars that 
this deep-sea fishing is ostried on by tho 
boata working in sets of three, contzining 
about 38 men'on the average. Hartly io 
the afternoon ona set of boats returned 
hoavily laden with fish, Prasently theso 
were followed by another set, similarly 
laden. Mescwhile the wind. increased in 
violence, until at sunsets gale was blowing. 
Much anxiety began to be felt about tha 
remaining fishermeti and plans were revoly- 
ed to procure the assistance of life-boats, 
when, at 9 p.m, voices were heard at sea, 
and soon three more sets of boats retuned, 
making a total of fifteen. The- craia of 
these boats said that. they had barely 
escaped with their live, So heavy had 
been the gale and so high the sea that 
they could keep afloat only hy throw- 
ing overboard ali the fish they had eap- 
tured, andas the other boals of the fleet 
were atill farthor out at ava, nd hops coald 
be entertained of their return before mid- 
night. ‘This intelligente redoubled the 
fearg of ths watchers onshore. Just then 
three small -steamera arrived, the Qgon 
Maru, the Kyoritsu Maru, aod the Kumano 
Maru. These were at once engagéi for 
the purposo of rescuing tle Eshermen. 
They were unable to proceed. to any great 
distance, huwever, ao violent was the storm, 
though happily they saved four sets of 
boats at « distance of about ten Jengucs 
from the shore. Thirteen sets, or thirty. 
nino boats, romnined to be accounted for, 
with eréwi aggregating abont 499 fisher- 
men. Hatrowing eccounts aregiven of the 
wild’ distress into which the people of 
Kumano were thrown by the almom 
‘cortals -prospéct that “this great “body 
of bread-vinnera had succumbed to the 
fary of the gale, Hundreds of wo 
men. and children wandered along tho 
beach, anriously awaiting “intelligonce, 
Whenover a steamer arrived, these 
poor folks crowded to the wharf to learn 
whether she had saved apy of tae imporifl- 
ed fishermen, and invariable answers in the 
Regative provoked xenewed outburits of 
aobbing and wailing. Itis scarcely neces- 
sary to say that telegrams wera despalched 
in ali directions, invitiog aid for ths ua- 
fortunate fshormen. A uorth-wosterly gale 
would bave blown the boasts past the Kii 
promontory in the direction of ths Saven 
Islands of Izu.
